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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a mechanical pump, classified in class 604, 
subclass 65. 

II. Claims 10-22, drawn to a method of making a mechanical pump, 
classified in class 417, subclass 405. 

III. Claims 23-35, drawn to a circulation catheter, classified in class 604, 
subclass 523. 

IV. Claims 36-43, drawn to a method for transporting materials between a 
target site in a body lumen and a location external to the patient, classified 
in class 604, subclass 508. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions disclosed in groups I to IV are defined using claim 
language that does not necessarily disclose that these inventions are capable of use 
together. Moreover, the preambles of the claims in Groups l-IV disclose subject matter 
that have different designs, modes of operation and effects; Group I discloses a pump, 
Group II discloses a method of making a pump, Group III discloses a catheter, and 
Group IV a method for transporting materials.
